Propei 
liiriatlon. repairing and retreading will help 
to avoid complete tire lalhires with a result, 
nnt tie-up of much-ncetlcd edulpment. 

Tlie farmers of Twin FrtlLs county mlRht 
Just as well reconcile themselves to the tact 
thai tractor tire roplacemenUs will be next to 
lmpos,slblc, and that plana .■ihoiild be made 
accordingly. 

Even at best, a good many tractors 
stand Idle this .spring and summer becau; 
no replacmcnl tires being available. 



SO.METHINt; FOR TIIK VOTEItS 
Here Is unquestionably the prime man- 
bltcs-dog Item ol the momcni: The bureau- 
crats are nccu.slng our economy-minded con- 
' gross of being wasteful and exCravapanl. with 
a charge of political boondoggling thrown In 
lor good measure. 

All the fuss really started last June, when 
congress passed an appropriation for a lar^e 
reprint of the 1Q42 Agriculture Yearbook. 
There has not been an edition of that monu- 
mental vohimo In two years. Congress rc- 
, lused to appropriate any money for It in 1043. 
what with the paper shortage and all. Of 
course, there's a paper shortage this year, too. 
but — well, maybe It has something to do with 
the elections coming up. 

Anyway, the legislators apparently decided 
that this would bo n good time to remember 
the electorate back home with a little some- 
thing. 8o they slipped a yearbook appropria- 
tion ot 5110.000 UUo the June fiscal parade. 
The fact that the bill Is charged, not to con- 
gress as Is the custom, but to the department 
of agriculture, only makes It all the more 
confusing. 

The whole thing seems to have brought the 
agriculture department and the government 
printing office to a slow boll. 

There have been mutterings about such 
things as these: The 1D42 Agriculture Year- 
book presumably has been sent out to consti- 
tuents once already. And there are around 
45,000 ot these volumes left over, which, since 
they are outdated, wltl probably wind up In 
the waste paper salvage drive. 

Congress has ordered 231.250 copies, the 
maximum number allowed by the law. That is 
&50 lor each senator, and 400 lor each rep. 
resentatlve. 

Each book contains 120d pages; total paper 
requirement, 440 tons. The order also would 
require 40,000 yards ot high-priority blue vel- 
lum tor the covers. 

Every one of the book's chapters, some 20[ 
of them. Is already available In pamphlet 
form. 

Nobody Bcems very anxious to do the print- 
ing..The government printing office asked for 
bids, and only one firm responded;. Its bid Is 
reported between $75,000 and $100,000 above 
the amount appropriated. 

Well, our congress is a great and valuable 
and Indispensable Institution. So Is our cus- 
tom of quadrennial elections. But somctitnes 
their zodiacal conjunction produces the 
darndeat results.
